A Party of Men at Work on a Pier Near 
Chicago Literally Blown Into the Water 
—One Man Floated to Shore ona Piece of 
Timber—Others Saved by the Life-Saving 
Crew—The Kest Drowned Beyond the 
Reach of Help. | 


Cricaco, October 8.—A stormon Lake Michigan 
last night blew away a small shanty in which the 
laborers employed inthe inlet of the lake tunnel 
were lodgec. It was set on piles in the lake, 
about a mile from the shore, There 
were sixteen men in all employed in the inlet, and 
by the carrying away of the shanty they were left 
clinging to the stringers of the beam ina most 
perilous position. One of the men came ashore on 
a plank near South Chicago, and it is feared that 
others have been drowned, The life-saving crew 
have gone to the rescue. 

THE REMNANT SAVED. 

The life-saving crew shortly before noon suc- 

eceeded in throwing a line to the frafi pier from 


which the shanty had been blown, 
The rescue of what of 
the party is now cermain unless they 


should in the meantime be overcome by exhaustion 
and cold. Light figares can be distinguished 
through a field glass, clinging to the pier, which, to- 
gether with one who floated ashore, leaves seven un- 
accounted for, and it is feared they have been 


lost. 
TEN LIVES LOST. 

2 p.m.—The life-saving crew have succeeded in 
rescuing four persons, and it is now known that ten 
of those on the frail pier when 
the storm burst upon them were drowned, 

FURY OF THE STORM. 

The storm was one of great fury. It blew up very 
suddenly and the work of destroying the temporary 
structure was quick and complete. The men had 
no means of escape beyond one small boat, which is 


supposed to have gone adrift.

THE MERIDIAN CONGRESS, 


French Jealousy Interfering With the En- 
tire Success of the Meeting. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

Wasuineton, D. C., October 8.—The indications 
regarding the work of the Meridian Congress are 
not of a very encouraging nature. The French gen- 
tlemen don’t want England to scoop in all the hon- 
ors by having Greenwich made the prime meridian 
on which all calculations shall be based, and as 
many of the others are willing to consent to this the 
English, of course, are not likely to giveitup. The 
very large proportion of those having occasion to 
reckon longitude now use the meridian of Green- 
wich, only France, Denmark and Spain using local 
meridians in their commercial reckonings, though 
many of the astronomers of the world make their 
own observatories their meridians. In the commer- 
cial world, however, there are but four meridians 


much used: Greenwich, Paris, San Fernando and 
Copenhagen. As the very jarge majority use Green- 
wich, it is not probable that the French 

it is likely to lead to the adoption of any other, un- 
less if should be some point not now used by any 
but equaily satisfactory to‘all. Professor Clevelan 
Abbe, in an interview with your correspondent on 
this subject some time since, suggested that some 
meridian in the middie of the ocean might be se- 
lected, in order to avoid any national feeling. This 
idea may result in an agreement. Another, and 
probably mcre satisfactory plan, however, is sug- 
gested in the acceptance of the offer, said to have 
been made by the French delegate at Rome a year 
ago, that they would consent to Greenwich as the 
meridian, if the french metrical system of weights 
and measures should be adopted by the other na- 
tions. As Great Britain has already indicated a de- 
sire to adopt this system, and there have been indi- 
cations that it might be accepted by all the nations, 
it may be that this congress, now jabbering uncer- 
tain French at the State Department, may yet bring 
a double blessing’to the world in furnishing a com- 
mon standard ff weights arid measures as well as a 
common mnerifian, 


LABOR FEDERATION, 


Strike Statistics for Four Months--The 
Eight-Hour Question.

The legislative committee 
made an extensive report, in which it was contend- 
ei that strikes, when based on justice and conduct- 
ed with discretion, served a good end, although ben- 
eficial effects might not be immediately felt by those 
engaged inthem.

THE RAILROADS. 


Baltimore and Ohio’s Attitude With 
Reference to the Pennsylvania, 
— 

A Matter Which Occasion] the Gravest 
Concern in Railway Circles—Reasonable 


Proportions—The L. & N.’s New Issue of 
$5,000,000—A Scheme of RKelief—Note 
and News. 


Battrmore, October 8.—The Sun this morning 
says: “It is thought in some quarters that the com- 
plications which must ensue from this latest move 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad will be to the discom- 
fort ol that company as weilas the east and west 
trunk lines generally. Their interests are so inter- 
woven through the pooling agreement that such a 
matter as an attempt to shut one of the pool mem- 
bers out of New York will possibly bring disagree- 
ments. When the pool was made the Baltimore 
and Ohio was thought to have sure New York con- 
nections. It is argued that if the Baltimore and 
Ohio concludes to take the stand that the relations 
which made it desirable then to 
go into the pool exist no longer, that 
there will unquestiqnably be lively times, and evi- 
dances are said not to be wanting to indicate tnat a 
positive lineof attack is being considered. The Bal- 
timore and Ohio bas a passenger line from Chicago 
to New York, called the’ Niagara Falls Short Line, 
running to Detroit and Buffalo, where passengers 
have the option of the Erie or West Shore to New 
York. Should this tine commence to slash into the 
passenger rates, either of the lines would follow. 
No doubt, in the railroad war which the Baltimore 
and Ohio has been involved in, they were cut off 
from New York and used the steamships for their 
freights from Baltimore to New York. Noone on 
the outside can foreshadow what the outcome of 
this matter is to be, bat the developments will be 
watched with interest. It appears to be assured 
that the affair is locked upon as serious among rail- 
road men.” 


| New Issue of the Louisville and Nashville, 


New York, October 8.—In the official circular of 
the Louisville and Nashville Rhilroad Company, just 
issued, the company simultaneously offers the 
stockholders $5,000,000 of 6 per cent 10-40 adjustment 
mortgage bonds and $5,000,000 of treasury stock, the 
offer being made under ap agreement with the Inter- 
national Syndicate, which contracted for all the 
bends and shares not subseribed for by the’ com- 
pany 's stockhoiders.

DISGUSTED VETERANS. 


Convention To-Day. 


Chagrined at the Local Commnittee’s Neg- 
leet. 


Ten o'vlock this morning saw some two hundred 
Mexican veterans assembled in front of Pope's The- 
ater awaiting the opening of the doors. According 
to the notice that had been made pubiic, the reunion 
of the Veterans was to be called to order at 90’clock 
by the president of the association, Mr. James W. 
Denver. Accompanied by relatives and friends, 
the veterans assembied at the appointed time but 
were doomed to wait for an hour before closed 
doors. The commitiee of arrangemenis had failed to 
give the theater people proper notice, and henee the 
delay in getting the house lighted and ready for the 
heroes, Ata quarter past 10, the stage manager 
arrived and quickly threw open the house, when We 
veterans filed slowiy intothe inspirmg air of the 
‘*Mexican Veterans’ March,” writtea for the occasion 
by Prof. Frank Gecks ‘The men asa body present- 
ed a fine appearance. In additionto the badge of 
membership which they all wore on the lapels of 
their coats, some were proudly decorated with 
bronze medals, which are made from the metal of 
guns captured during the war. The face side of 
these bronzes had the usual representations of battie 
scenes andthe names of some cf the principal 
fights, such as Vera Cruz, Tubasco, Buena Vista, 
San Pascual, etc., while the reverse side bore the 
names of the bearer and his regiment. 

In the absence of President Denver, Gen. M. D. 
‘Manson, who is candidate for Lieutenant -Governor 
of Indiana acting in his capacity of first vive-presi- 
dent, called the meeting to order at 10:30 0 clock, 

General Manson announced, with regret, the 
absence of Presideut Denver, and presented the Rev. 
Mr. Hogan, who made the opening prayer. At the 
conclusion of this and after some music, by the 
band, Maj. Jas. C. MeGinniss, who was to make tbe 
opening address of welcome, was introduced by 
General Manson. MecGinniss prefaced his 
address by an for the negligence of 
the Committee of Arrangements and ex- 
plained that the blame for the delay 
should not be attached to the theater people, but to 
the local committee. : 

MAJOR M'GINNISS ae 
then proceeded to read an address which welcomed 
the veterans to St. Louis, and reviewed the events of 
the Mexican war. He spoke of the willingness of 
the men of this country to respond to the cail of 
duty, and to expose their lives on the battle fieid for 
the cause of the Union. Politicians of to-day, he 
said, were inclined to belittie the 
importance of the Mexican war by calling if a pic- 
nic. He proceeded to refute this opinion by review- 
ing briefly what he considered the true results of 
the war. He portrayed the shattered’ condition 
both in body and woridly goods of some of the vet- 
erans, and remonstrated against the imputation of 
insignificance which the pubiic of to-day is inclined 
to make against their actions during those trying 
campaigns of 1546-7-48. 

He then spoke of the bond of sympathy which 
showld, and which,‘in fact. does unite these heroes 
of bygone days, and urged tat the sympathies and 
interests of each ove should be considered common 
to all, so that they should be as one united brother- 
hood. 

General Munson then responded from the chair, 
and after thanking Major McGinniss for his address

Wasuinaton, D. C., October 8.—The Navy De- 
partment has begun the work of breaking upa 
couple of old vessels, relics of the war, as directed 
by order of Congress.
